A movable steel supporting bridge is placed 
between the front gauge and the cutting edge, preventing any sag when 
cutting a large sheet.

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The knife-bar head is adjustable both laterally and vertically, and in ad¬ 
dition to this there is another adjustment at the head that enables the knife- 
bar to be swung either way so as to secure its perfect alignment with the bed 
and ensure a perfect shear cut. 

A great improvement over other shear cutters is the parallel clamp, which 
clamps down the full width of the sheet at once. Spiral springs support it, 
and when the treadle is pressed its full length descends upon the stock at once, 
giving a uniform clamp, avoiding the “draw” of the stock, which is always 
produced by a hinged clamp. 

The gauge is operated by a hand wheel attached to geared pinion and 
steel rack. The gauge is rapidly operated, as one revolution of the hand 
wheel moves the gauge four inches, which takes the place of the spur gear at¬ 
tachment.

In ordering sorts, always send a cap H and lower case m in as good order 
as possible, and give name of founder, if known. Remember that the furnish¬ 
ing of sorts in small quantities is a profitless job to all parties concerned, and 
when you sort up fonts try to provide for all emergencies.

The space occupied by a pound of type is 3 5-10 square inches, therefore 
by ascertaining the square inches contained in any page you may wish to set, 
solid measure, and dividing total number of inches by 3-^, the number in a 
pound, the weight of the page is ascertained. If the type is to be leaded de¬ 
duct about 1-5 of the weignt. 

If but one page is to be set in a certain type, an allowance of 50 per cent, 
should be made for type which will remain in the cases, and matter standing 
and left over. The greater the number of pages set in one size of type, the 
less will be the proportion of extra type needed. Thus:

SPRINGING FORMS. 

If a form springs at press, or spaces rise, place a strip ot heavy card¬ 
board, cut about the width of a lead, around it, next to the type, and lock up 
again. This will, in nine cases out of ten, remedy the trouble. Very fre¬ 
quently the cause of the trouble is too much underlaying. 

HOW TO BEND BRASS RULES. 

By taking brass rule and heating it until about to turn red, and then im¬ 
mersing it in cold water, it can be easily bent to any desired shape.
